GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

The  particulars  furnished  in  previous  Annual  Reports 
are  still  applicable,  no  special  alterations  or  developments 
having  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  for  the  Leicestershire 
and  Rutland  Combined  Districts  in  which  the  District  is  included. 

There  are  two  Sanitary  Inspectors  who  are  also  Sanitary 
Surveyors  and  who  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  their 
official  duties.  They  act  respectively  for  No.l  Area  and 
No. 2 Area  into  which  the  District  is  divided®  There  are  also 
two  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Wateri- 

Most  of  the  villages  are  now  supplied  with  water  by  the 
Leicester  Corporation. 

Schemes  for  the  parishes  of  Cotes  and  Hoton  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  the  houses  have  been  connected. 

Thirty-four  sar/^les  of  well-water  were  analysed,  twenty- 
six  proving  unsatisfactory.  Three  wells  were  repaired  and 
cleansed,  twenty-eight  were  closed,  and  in  one  hundred  and  thirty 
six  instances  the  public  supply  was  laid  on  in  lieu  of  well-water 

Sev/erage  and  Sewage  Disposal ;- 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  about  277  cesspools  in 
the  District,  45  having  been  abolished  and  the  drains  connected 
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to  the  sewers 


The  chief  public  works  completed  have  heen  a sewerage 
scheme  and  disposal  works  for  Thurcaston  and  Cropston  and 
disposal  works  at  Moimtsorrel.  Sewer  extensions  have  "been 
carried  out  at  Newtown  Linford  (2,000  yards),  Anstey  (1,650  yards), 
Barrow  (320  yards),  Rothley  (200  yards)  and  Quorn  (100  yards). 
Alterations  involving  crossing  the  Railway  line  were  completed 
at  Birstall. 

A Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  concerning  a proposed 
scheme  for  Birstall,  The  scheme  was  however  deferred.

Scavenging 

Weekly  scavenging  of  night-soil  and  refuse  is  carried  out 
in  the  larger  villages,  either  hy  Contractors  or  hy  direct 
labour.  There  are  very  few  ash-pits  in  the  scavenged  villages. 
Controlled  tipping  is  employed  at  two  refuse-tips  and  should  4Mil 
in  my  opinion  be  employed  at  all.

Chimneys  have  been  kept  \inder  observation  and  owners  have 
been  notified  or  advised  where  necessary.  Complaints  concerning 
six  chimneys  led  to  abatement  without  recourse  to  formal  action. 

Regulated  Buildings  etc. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District  and 
there  are  no  Canal-boats  registered  in  the  District,  There 
were  eight  inspections  of  canal-boats  passing  through  the 
District,  They  are  on  the  whole  kept  satisfactorily. 

There  are  two  Offensive  Trades  established  in  the  District. 
They  are  maintained  fairly  satisfactorily.  Six  inspections 
are  recorded. 

There  are  about  81  vans  and  sheds  in  occupation,  and  51 
inspections  are  recorded.  They  are  for  the  greater  part  very 
well  kept,  A fev;  which  were  unsatisfactory  left  the  District 
towards  the  close  of  the  year  after  Informal  Notices  had  been 
served  on  the  occupiers. 

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs ;- 

Twelve  houses  in  a Clearance  Area  at  Thurmaston  were  found 
to  be  infested.  The  belongings  of  the  occupants  have  since  been 
disinfested  with  Cyanide  before  re-housing,  a Contractor  being 
employed  for  this  purpose.  No  other  infested  houses  have  been 
located. 

Schools ;- 

Speaking  generally  the  Schools  in  the  Barrow-on-Soar 
District  are  by  no  means  below  the  average  for  country  schools 
and  some  of  them  are  excellent.  The  water  having  already  been 
laid  on  in  those  parishes  where  a public  supply  had  been 
available,  was  during  the  year  laid  on  at  Seagrave,  It  should 
now  be  provided  for  the  school  at  Rearsby,

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD.

Only  one  case  proved  fatal. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Early  in  the  year,  six  children  residing  in  or  near 
Ulverscroft  were  immimised  at  school  in  the  Market  Bosworth  Rural 
District. 

In  October  a threatened  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  in  Woodhouse 
Eaves  led  to  our  offering  protective  treatment  for  public 
elementary  school  children  and  pre-school  children.  After  a 
well  attended  meeting  of  parents  at  which  the  reason  for  our 
offer  was  explained.  Immunisation  was  commenced  on  15th  October, 
the  method  employed  being  three  intramuscular  injections  of 
Toxoid  Antitoxin  Ploccules  (T.A.F.)  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

The  response  to  o\ir  advice  was  encouraging,  for  97  out  of 
110  children  on  the  school  rolls  and  85  others  received  their 
first  injection.  A total  of  187,  and  of  this  number  only  one 
failed  to  complete  the  course. 
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Similar  methods  were  employed  at  Rothley  where  a meeting  of 
parents  was  addressed  on  4th  November  and  immimisation  was 
commenced  next  day. 

Likewise  at  Quorn  in  December. 

The  course  for  each  child  being  voluntary,  it  was  undertaken 
only  on  the  written  rectuest  of  a parent  or  guardian.  The  actual 
work  was  carried  out  by  two  of  the  County  Council’s  medical 
officers,  Drs.  A.  A.  Disney  and  A.  W.  S.  Thompson  after 
consultation  between  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  and  approval  by  the  District  Council.  Mileage  and  cost 
of  material  were  assessed  at  a flat  rate  of  3/6d  per  case  and 
this  was  paid  by  the  District  Coimcil. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 

Dr.  Thompson  reports  very  fully  on  these  and  other  iinmimisation 
schemes  which  were  commenced  in  1937,  and  the  figures  in  the 
following  tables  are  substantially  taken  from  that  Report

The  estahlishment  of  complete  immunity  may  take  as  much  as 
14  weeks  from  the  commencement  of  the  course  or  v'^ry  rarely 
longer.  It  is  prohahle  however  that  in  most  instances  it  is 
established  much  earlier. 

While  27  cases  of  Diphtheria  among  children  were  notified 
in  the  three  parishes  during  the  four  weeks  preceding  the 
respective  courses  or  during  their  continuance,  only  3 were 
notified  during  the  four  v\reeks  following  their  completion.  Since 
that  time  no  cases  among  children  have  been  reported  in  any  of 
the  three  parishes. 

Cases  reported  in  the  Roecliffe  Convalescent  Home  which  has 
a floating  population  are  not  included  in  these  computations.
